REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


Claims 1-57 are pending in the application. Claim 4, 23 and 26-27 are amended. 
Claims 6-7, 10-13, and 21-22 were previously withdrawn. Claims 2. 17, 24-25, 41-42 
and 51-57 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. No new matter has 
been added. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for favorable consideration and allowance of 
Claims 1, 3, 5, 8-9, 14-16, 18-20, 23, 26, 27, 28, 31, 32-40 and 43-50. 

Claims 25-28 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim 
but have been rewritten in independent form. Claim 23 is the independent form prior 
Claim 25. The remaining dependencies have been adjusted to depend on Claim 23. 

In view of the amendments and reasons provided above, it is believed that all 
pending claims are in condition for allowance. Applicant respectfully requests favorable 
reconsideration and early allowance of all pending claims. 

Thus, all claims pending in this case are those considered allowed or allowable 
by the examiner in the last action. 

The applicant does not waive the right to pursue the remaining or other claims by 
continuation, but wishes to achieve early allowance of these claims.
